LIVINGSTON C. MONTGOMERY, who for many years has handled 
the legal business of Wasateh County as county attorney, is a resi- 
dent of Heber City. His name has been connected with nearly 
every important movement in the business and civic life of that 
community during the past twenty years. 

Mr. Montgomery was born at Heber, October 3, 1888, son of 
Livingston and Amelia Ann (Clegg) Montgomery. His father 
was born in Scotland, settled in this district of Utah in 1863 and 
was a leader in its agricultural development and one of the promi- 
nent members of the church.
